WE ARE HANDED OUR BILL 
The taxpay ers of the nation received their bill 
y esterday from President Roosevelt — the bill for 
ah this recovery work. 
Form er President Hoover talked in term s of 
millions of dollars. President Roosevelt is talk ­ 
ing in term s of billions. Instead of a balanced 
budget, as promised from Mr. Roosevelt a y ear 
ago, we are presented with a bill of something 
like six billion dollars in the red, and the “new 
deal” will bring a three billion dollar further" loss 
w ithin the nexc two y ears. 
The taxp ay er m ight tell y ou th a t it is worth 
the price, and point out to y ou th a t business is 
increasing by leaps and bounds, as noted during 
the recent holiday buy ing. 
It is not to be forgotten, however, th a t this 
business activity is as y et considerably spotted. 
The lines of business which improved ap p re­ 
ciably m iy 33, and especially after the autum nal 
slump, were those which have to do w ith w hat 
are called consum ers’ goods, th at is, goods which 
pass directly into the hands of the user. This, of 
course, includes clothing, textiles, boots and 
shoes, furniture and so on down the line. 
But there is another side to the picture. This 
embraces the fact th a t the second great group of 
industries, one which produces goods of a more 
durable nature, such as railway eq uipment, 
building m aterials, p arts of ships and so on, have 
shown no such increase. It is this condition 
which bids us tem per our enthusiasm , but to 
hope, nevertheless, th a t improvement in the so- 
called heavy industries will come early in the 
spring. 
It is to be remembered also, th at the consum ­ 
ers’ goods, in the sale of which there was a 
pickup during the holiday s, embrace the very 
item s th a t would be affected by the emergency 
relief program which the government is now p ut­ 
ting on. We are told th at nearly 4,000,000 people 
have been p ut to work by this program. They 
have been receiving Uncle Sam ’s checks for sev­ 


eral weeks, just as the farm ers of the West and 
South have been receiving governm ent money 
for the p ast few m onths. All of this money , go­ 
ing into the hands of the farm ers and workers 
who have had little cash during the p ast two or 
three y ears, has had a tendency to boom" busi­ 
ness in the lines of consumers goods mentioned 
above. 
But this leads to the q uestion, w hat will h ap ­ 
pen when the emergency program is over and 
its money exhausted? Will the up turn continue 
or will there be another letting down? For it is 
to be remembered th a t if four million have been 
p ut back to work they are not working at regu­ 
lar jobs. They are laboring for the government 
and drawing governm ent money . 
The most encouraging thing th a t could h ap ­ 
pen w ith the turn of the y ear would, of course, 
be a pickup in the heavier industries. This would 
m ean th a t we were again on the road to p er­ 
m anent recovery . How it can be brought about 
is another q uestion. Most financiers are of the 
opinion th a t w hat is holding it up is lack of 
credit, and the shortage of credit, they say , is 
due to the fact th a t bankers will not lend when 
the future of the dollar is so uncertain. 
In G reat Britain, it is said, while holiday busi­ 
ness was greatly above th at of a y ear ago, there 
has been in addition a real improvement in the I ing the whole story , 
heavy industries, which leads British economists ! 
K araklian’s doubt 
to believe th at John Bull is on the way out of 
the depression w ithout a reorganization of his 
government or its economic sy stem. An improve­ 
m ent in the so-called cap ital goods industries 
here, it is hoped, will soon show th at Uncle Sam 
is on solid ground, too, and is not depending en­ 
tirely for his business health on the flooding of
